Glen  Park 
Marketplace 
Pros  &  Cons

A  dispute  has  recently  arisen  over 
the  Glen  Park  Marketplace  develop- 
ment, primarily  over  loss  of  down- 
town parking.  Plans  for  the  project 
(new  grocery  store,  modern  library 
and  15  apartments)  are  being  chal- 
lenged by  a  group  of  neighborhood 
residents  and  merchants  who  feel  left 
out  of  the  review  and  approval 
process,  which  has  been  going  on  for 
some  three  years  now.  Their  ad  hoc 
committee's  views  are  reported  in  the 
story  by  Glen  Park  resident  Gary  Pike 
in  this  issue. 

Opponents  of  the  present  Market- 
place plans  say  we  can't  afford  to  lose 
the  parking  spaces  in  the  metered  lot 
on  Wilder  Street,  nor  street  spaces 
they  fear  will  be  lost  to  a  loading  zone 
and  new  handicapped  spaces  adjacent 
to  the  development  on  Diamond  and 
Wilder  streets.  Questioned  by  the  Glen 
Park  News  about  his  claim  that  the 
project  would  eliminate  15  on-street 
parking  places.  Pike  reduced  that 
number  to  six.  Developer  David 
Prowler  told  us  there  are  no  plans  to 
request  a  curbside  loading  zone  or 
handicapped  spaces,  and  the  two  exist- 
ing "curb  cuts"  for  parking  lot  drive- 
ways will  be  supplanted  by  two  new 
driveways  whose  spacing  might  result 
in  a  net  loss  of  one  street  space  at  the 
most. 

Marketplace  supporters  point  out 
that  most  of  the  parking  lot  was 
already  privately  owned  and  leased  to 
the  City,  which  owned  only  the  row  of 
metered  spaces  adjacent  to  the  house 
on  Wilder:  that  the  City  contract  for 
metered  parking  has  expired  and  is

NAP  Plans 
Will  Consider 
Dogs

San  Francisco  parks  officials 
vowed  that  dogs  will  not  be  banned 
from  running  off-leash  on  trails  in 
Glen  Canyon  Park.  But,  they  said,  that 
doesn't  mean  some  areas  won't  be 
made  off  limits. 

"There  will  be  off-leash  use  of  the 
trails  in  Glen  Canyon,"  said  Becky 
Ballinger,  spokeswoman  for  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department.  "It 
probably  won't  be  exactly  the  same  as 
it  is  now."  Dogs,  she  said,  "probably 
won't  be  allowed  in  the  stream,"  and 
portions  of  the  steep  hillside  may  be 
closed  from  time  to  time  for  erosion 
control.  The  loop  trails  through  the 
canyon  that  are  quite  popular  with 
dogs  and  their  owners  are  likely  to  be 
reconfigured,  Ballinger  said. 

Elizabeth  Goldstein,  who  heads 
Rec  and  Park,  said  that  whatever  is 
decided  will  only  be  done  after  ample 
community  discussion. 


Meanwhile,  city  officials  are 
moving  forward  with  what  turned  out 
to  be  a  controversial  plan  to  accept 
$250,000  in  state  grant  money  from 
the  California  Coastal  Conservancy 
for  habitat  restoration  and  trail 
improvements  in  Glen  Canyon  Park. 
Specifically,  the  plan  calls  lor  such 
efforts  as  removing  invasive  plants 
and  replanting  native  ones;  installing 
walls  or  special  fabrics  along  the  Islais 
Creek  bank  to  control  erosion;  and 
rerouting  or  closing  trails. 

The  state  grant  is  tied  to  $250,000 
in  matching  City  funds  for  the 
proposed  project,  which  includes 
improving  public  access,  restoring 
natural  habitats  and  promoting 
educational  and  recreational 
opportunities.  Another  $123,000  will 
be  provided  in  in-kind  services- 
volunteer  hours  and  materials.  The 
total  project  is  expected  to  cost 
$623,000. 

Supervisor  Mark  Leno,  who 
represents  the  area,  was  set  to  carry 
the  measure  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  a  few  months  ago,  but 
temporarily  put  on  the  brakes  when 
some  in  the  neighborhood  raised 


concern  that  the  money  would  be  used 
for  programs  to  keep  foot-traffic  — 
both  human  and  canine— out  of  areas 
of  the  popular  park. 

The  clue  was  a  three-word  phrase  in 
the  legislation:  "restore  natural 
habitats."  Working  with  park 
authorities  and  community  repre- 
sentatives, Leno  inserted  additional 
language  that  requires  a  "public 
participation  process"  before  the  grant 
money  can  be  accepted  and  spent. 

His  legislation,  heard  in  committee 
Aug.  8,  also  states  that  "because  of  the 
exceptional  nature  of  this  project"  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  parks 
committee  must  review  and  approve 
the  conceptual  plan  for  the  project 
before  any  funds  can  be  spent  "for 
construction,  changes  in  use  or  tree  or 
foliage  removal."  The  full  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  scheduled  to  consider 
Leno's  plan  Aug.  19. 

Park  officials  hope  to  begin  the 
habitat  restoration  project  in 
September. 

Glen  Canyon  Park  is  already 
designated  as  a  significant  natural 
resource  area  that  supports  native 
plant  and  animal  habitats.  There's  been 
a  long-running  battle  — not  just  over 
Glen  Canyon  Park  but  other  City 
parks  such  as  Stern  Grove  and 
McLaren  Park— over  natural  areas 
and  how  to  best  manage  them. 

Some  people,  including  Richard 
Craib,  president  of  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon,  advocate  strong  management 
of  the  natural  areas  — which  he 
described  as  "San  Francisco's  greatest 
legacy"  — to  ensure  their  protection.  At 
a  City  Hall  hearing  July  1 1  on  Rec  and 
Park's  controversial  natural  areas 
program,  he  told  supervisors  and  other 
officials:  "Don't  mess  with  the  natural

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Notes  from 
your  President

July's  Bar-B-Que/Potluck  was  a  very 
well  attended  event.  Thank-you  to  our 
Bar-B-Que  expert  Richard  Craib,  who 
cooked  up  some  great  chicken  and 
savory  hot  dogs.  And  thank  all  of  you 
who  brought  such  delicious  food  to 
share.  Even  though  the  July  Bar-B- 
Que  meeting  is  traditionally  social,  we 
had  an  informational  program  of  reports 
from  various  city  agencies  with  which 
we  have  been  working  on  transit  issues 
for  the  pending  development  of 
downtown  Glen  Park  (the  vacant  lot, 
and  the  metered  parking  lot). 

Alexa  Foote  from  Neighborhood 
Watch  informed  us  that  we  can  set  up 
a  Watch  on  our  blocks  by  contacting 
her  at  553-1984,  aJoote24@ 
hotmail.com.  She  will  meet  with 
groups  and  help  with  organizational 
aspects. 

The  Glen  Park  Task  Force,  organized 
a  couple  of  years  ago,  requested 
information  on  its  proposals  to  improve 
transit  issues  such  as  parking,  redirection 
of  Muni  buses,  BART  changes  and  other 
mitigating  factors  that  might  impact  the 
neighborhood.  We  heard  brief  reports 


from  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic. 
BART  and  Muni  representatives  who 
were  working  on  analyzing  transit 
improvement  suggestions  made  by  the 
Glen  Park  Task  force  in  regard  to  the 
development  of  downtown  Glen  Park. 

At  a  meeting  in  Supervisor  Mark 
Leno's  office  on  May  17,  we  gave  our 
suggestions  to  representatives  of  the 
various  agencies  and  asked  them  for  an 
analysis  of  what  could  be  done  — 
whether  these  suggestions  for 
improvement  were  possible,  and 
timelines.  Our  suggestions  for  traffic, 
congestion  and  parking  improvements 
are:  1 )  increase  the  number  of  2-hour 
meter  parking  spaces  within  and  near  the 
commercial  district  (about  70  parking 
spaces);  2)  enforce  the  parking  limits  for 
metered  areas  and  permit  areas;  3)  add 
diagonal  parking  on  Wilder  Street;  4) 
expand  four-hour  permit  parking  on 
Martha.  Swiss,  Sussex,  Mizpah  and  Elk 
streets;  5)  ask  owners  of  the  private  lots 
at  Diamond  and  Bosworth  and  Diamond 
and  Chenery  if  they  are  amenable  to 
metered  parking;  5)  provide  space  for 
City  Carshare  cars  in  the  BART  parking 
lot;  6)  redirect  Muni  line  52  if  possible, 
and/or  use  smaller  buses  on  that  route; 

7)  restripe  BART's  parking  spaces  and 
monitor  and  enforce  its  parking  limits; 

8)  ask  the  new  Bi-Rite  market  to  offer 
home  delivery;  and  9)  coordinate 


delivery  of  materials  during  construction 
of  the  grocery  store,  library  and  housing. 

While  it  was  fairly  soon  to  get  a 
complete  report,  we  did  hear  from  Diana 
Hammons  that  DPT  had  looked  into  to 
some  of  the  requests  for  metered  parking 
and  initially  thought  that  the  curb  space 
on  Arlington  (along  the  green  strip  next 
to  the  San  Jose  cut)  could  be  first  in 
the  expanded  time-limited,  permit  or 
metered  parking  areas. 

She  said  that  the  City  will  replace 
all  meters  with  new  digital  ones,  so  it 
might  be  awhile  before  we  would  have 
new  meters,  but  parking  time  limits 
would  be  possible.  DPT's  analysis 
showed  that  diagonal  parking  on  Wilder 
Street  wouldn't  work,  so  scratch  that 
one. 

Suany  Chough,  Muni  transit  planner, 
said  they  were  still  looking  into  the 
possibility  of  rerouting  and  using 
smaller  buses  for  the  52  line,  that  they 
have  a  limited  number  of  small  buses, 
so  it  would  be  a  matter  of  a\  ailabiliry, 
but  they  will  continue  with  our  requests 
for  rerouting  during  construction  times. 

Tom  Radulovich.  BART  director, 
said  BART  didn't  think  it  could  add 
any  more  spaces  to  the  lot,  but  he  was 
looking  at  the  possibility  of  metered 
parking  in  the  BART  lot  so  that  it  would 
be  a  neighborhood  parking  lot,  not  just 
a  lot  for  BART  patrons.  Radulovich 


received  approval  for  two  City  Carshare 
cars  in  the  BART  lot.  They  arrived 
August  1 . 

David  Alumbaugh,  senior  urban 
planner,  senior  urban  designer  from 
the  Planning  Department,  spoke  about 
a  charette  (which  is  a  focus  on  a  spe- 
cific area,  not  just  the  development) 
that  just  received  a  grant  to  go  ahead 
with  planning  for  our  downtown  area. 
BART,  the  library  and  DPT  have  put 
money  into  this  project  designed  to 
make  our  downtown  pedestrian 
friendly,  environmentally  sound  and 
beautiful,  and  there  should  be  a  date  in 
the  near  future. 

A  spirited  question/answer/com- 
ment period  ended  the  reports  from 
City  agencies.  It  is  clear  that  this 
downtown  Glen  Park  development  is  a 
most  exciting  mixed-use  project  and 
will  enhance  and  vitalize  our  down- 
town business  area. 

The  nature  of  this  project  will 
ensure  that  we  will  maintain  a  small- 
business  commercial  district,  and  be 
more  pedestrian  friendly.  There 
should  be  ample  additional  available 
parking  spaces  once  the  meters  and/or 
time-limits  are  installed. 

We  will  continue  to  update  you  on 
this  project  and  there  will  be  further 
meetings  for  your  information  and 
input.

I  mentioned  observing  the  great 
homed  owl  in  my  last  column,  and  it 
developed  that  the  owls  had  nested  in 
a  eucalyptus  tree  near  the  Recreation 
Center.  Many  people  had  the  opportu- 
nity to  see  the  owl  roosting  and  a  few 
saw  the  two  young  owls  in  the  nest,  as 
well  as  just  after  they  left  the  nest. 
They  still  had  downy  white  feathers 
on  their  heads  and  shoulders.  The 
owlets  were  the  size  of  their  parents 
by  the  time  we  located  the  nest.  They 
were  curious  kids  and  stared  down 
from  the  nest  with  their  round  yellow 
eyes  when  they  heard  our  voices 
below. 

Richard  Craib  had  been  saying  for 
quite  some  time  that  the  Friends  of 
Glen  Canyon  Park  should  introduce 
scarlet  monkey  flower,  mimilas  cardi- 
nalis,  into  Glen  Canyon.  We  just  didn't 
know  where  to  get  the  plants  and  so 
we  were  surprised  at  our  January  work 
party  when  the  Natural  Areas 
Management  Team  arrived  with 
approximately  300  little  monkey 
flower  plants  and  instructed  us  to  plant 
them  in  the  wet  areas  along  the  creek. 
Now,  this  summer,  many  of  the  scarlet 


my  book  on  California  insects  at  home 
and  discovered  that  it  is  called  an 
Eyed  Sphinx  moth.  The  larva  of  the 
Eyed  Sphinx  feeds  on  willow.  The 
larva  raises  the  front  of  its  body  and 
bends  its  head  down  when  it  is 
alarmed  so  that  it  resembles  the 
famous  Egyptian  sphinx  at  the  pyra- 
mids in  Cairo. 

Saturday,  July  13.  six  volunteers 
from  Hands  On  came  to  help  in  the 
park.  They  cut  broom  and  cleared 
eucalyptus  duff  f  rom  around  oso  berry 
bushes.  One  of  the  helpers  spotted  a 
banana  slug  just  as  we  began  to  work, 
and  then  another  slug,  another  and 
another.  There  were  about  20-25  of 
these  small  San  Francisco  native  mol- 
lusks,  not  more  than  an  inch  or  two  in 
length,  within  a  10  foot  area.  Most  of 
the  slugs  have  disappeared  from  the 
backyards  in  our  neighborhood 
because  people  thought,  as  I  once  did. 
that  they  were  eating  garden  flowers 
and  plants.  However,  I  discovered 
their  preference  is  for  plant  debris  and 
they  are  not  a  threat  to  living  plants. 
The  park  is  a  haven  for  them. 

Summer  has  been  an  exciting  time

monkey  flowers  have  grown  into 
blooming  plants  two  to  three  feet  tall 
with  brilliant  red  flowers.  Some  of 
them  can  be  seen  along  the  trail  at  the 
farthest  pool  north  (pool  no. 3)  where 
the  fence  was  destroyed. 

We  were  weeding  under  the  wil- 
lows along  the  creek  during  our  June 
work  party  when  Carrie  Helser  found 
a  large  moth  with  a  four-inch 
wingspan.  Its  upper  wings  were  the 
color  of  the  dry  willow  leaves  on  the 
ground.  When  it  was  startled  it  flashed 
its  brilliant  pink  lower  wings  and 
revealed  two  large  white  "eye  rings" 
ringed  in  bright  blue.  It  was  so  well 
hidden  with  its  wings  folded  that  we 
moved  it  up  onto  a  willow  branch  so  it 
wouldn't  be  trampled.  I  looked  it  up  in 


in  the  park.  It  started  off  with  perfect 
weather  for  the  third  annual  Nature 
Fest.  There  was  a  full  afternoon  of 
nature  walks,  slide  shows,  children's 
activities  and.  of  course,  snacks  and 
food.

Check  It  Out  At  the  Library!

Planning  for  the  new  Glen  Park 
Branch  continues.  In  a  meeting  on  June 
1 1  members  of  the  community  met  to 
review  potential  library  layouts  pro- 
duced by  the  interior  architects  Tom- 
EliotFisch.  Members  of  the  audience 
were  able  to  ask  questions  and  comment 
on  the  plans  presented.  The  community 
elected  Pauline  Blanc,  Sydney  Gure- 
witz  Clements  and  Joanna  Mankiewicz 
to  serve  on  the  Glen  Park  portion  of  the 
Branch  Library  Improvement  Art  Enrich- 
ment Project.  Also  serving  will  be 
Branch  Librarian  Sharon  Dezurick 
and  Bobbie  Fisch,  the  architect  for  the 
interior  of  our  new  branch.  The  pro- 
ject's first  meeting  was  July  17  at  the 
Art  Commission  offices. 

Everything  You  Wanted  to 
Know  About  Collection 
Development  and  More  (and 

the  Deselection  or  Weeding  Process) 
— the  short  version: 

Those  of  you  who  visited  the  Glen 
Park  Branch  in  mid-July  may  have  noted 
that  the  disheveled  look  went  beyond 
the  librarian's  desk.  What  you  saw  — 
extra  book  trucks,  stacks  of  books  on 
the  shelves,  boxes  in  more  places  than 
usual  —  was  part  of  an  inventory  project 
and  weeding  or  deselection  opportunity. 
The  branch  collections  have  not  been 
inventoried  for  a  long  time  and  there  are 
compelling  reasons  to  do  so.  First,  the 
library  system  will  be  getting  new  soft- 
ware to  support  the  catalog,  acquisitions 
and  all  the  other  computer-based  library 
functions.  It  helps  to  have  a  relatively 
clean  database  before  we  migrate  from 
one  system  to  another.  Second,  an  inven- 
tory identifies  the  books  that  are  sup- 
posed to  be  on  the  shelf  but  are  gone, 
so  we  can  delete  the  record,  lessening 
frustration  of  staff  and  library  users. 

To  do  the  inventory,  the  Glen  Park 
Branch  received  a  special  list  of  mate- 
rials that  had  not  circulated  for  two  years. 
This  gave  us  the  chance  to  look  at  what 
was  missing  and  what  just  wasn't  being 
used  here  at  Glen  Park.  Of  course,  we 
found  reasons  to  keep  much  of  what  was 
on  the  list— either  items  more  likely  to 


be  used  in  the  branch,  or  titles  the  librar- 
ian wants  in  the  collection  or  that  she 
thinks  are  more  likely  to  be  used  when 
we  move  to  the  new  branch.  In  this 
process,  we  sent  books  to  other  branches 
(when  we  had  a  copy  with  relatively  low 
check-out  and  they  had  a  highly  circu- 
lated copy  or  a  missing  copy),  we  sent 
copies  to  the  main,  we  boxed  books  for 
community  redistribution,  and  bundled 
books  that  were  out  of  date  or  in  bad 
physical  shape  for  recycling. 

Have  your  ever  wondered  how  new 
books  and  materials  end  up  in  your  local 
branch  and  what  happens  to  them  over 
their  life?  Probably  not.  All  of  our  order- 
ing is  done  centrally  from  lists  that  come 
from  the  Collection  Development  Office 
(CDO)  or  Periodical  Processing.  Branch 
librarians  forward  your  suggestions  to 
CDO,  which  is  quite  responsive.  Don't 
be  shy  about  making  suggestions  for 
materials  if  the  system  or  branch 
doesn't  have  what  you  want. 

There  are  branch  order  lists  and  lists 
from  which  the  Main  Library  depart- 
ments order.  At  mid-year  (this  year  in 
July)  the  branch  orders  newspapers  and 
magazines  for  the  next  year  from  a 
list.  We  also  have  monthly  lists  for  adult, 
children's  and  teen  books,  videos  or 
DVDs  and  music.  Special  subject  lists 
come  out  on  a  schedule.  In  addition  we 
lease  books,  and  books  on  tape,  from 
McNaughton.  Each  branch  receives  a 
materials  budget  and  a  McNaughton 
budget  for  the  fiscal  year. 

When  we  receive  a  book  list  from  the 
CDO  at  the  Glen  Park  Branch,  the  librar- 
ian reviews  it  and  decides  what  to  buy 
for  the  branch  based  on  what  she  thinks 
is  needed.  (Yes,  we  do  make  mistakes, 
ordering  what  no  one  wants  to  read, 
watch  or  listen  to,  or  not  ordering  some- 
thing  that  becomes  wildly  popular). 
Orders  from  the  branches  are  batched 
and  sent  to  vendors.  They  prepare  and 
ship  the  books  to  the  Acquisitions 
Department,  which  checks  the  order  and 
sends  the  materials  to  the  branches. 

Ordering  books  and  other  materials 
and  making  space  by  removing  obso- 
lete, unused  or  worn  out  materials  is  one 
of  the  major  jobs  of  the  library.

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Transform  Your  Garden  Into 
an  Outdoor  Retreat 

by  Katey  Mulligan 

Your  garden  is  an  extension  of  your 
home  — a  premium,  highly  regarded  out- 
door place  to  read,  relax  or  entertain. 
As  spaces  for  modern  living,  gardens 
can  be  designed  with  the  same  attention 
to  detail  and  division  of  space  as  your 
home.  As  you  remodel  your  home,  or 
a  room  fronting  the  outdoors,  consider 
mapping  out  the  garden  as  well  to  link 
your  indoor  and  outdoor  spaces  in  a 
seamless  composition. 

One  way  to  integrate  this  space  is 
through  the  use  of  materials.  Stone, 
glass,  copper,  steel,  wood  and  certain 
fabrics  make  excellent  landscape  mate- 
rials, allowing  surfaces  to  flow  freely 
from  the  inside  out.  A  similar  indoor/out- 
door effect  can  be  achieved  by  opening 
up  an  exterior  wall,  installing  French 
doors  or  enlarging  windows. 

Color  also  unifies  diverse  elements: 
paint  or  face  a  boundary  or  partition  wall 
to  match  adjoining  rooms,  creating  a 
continuous  block  of  color  or  texture. 
Open  spaces  that  are  defined  indoors  by 
a  rug  or  carpet  can  be  replicated  outside 
by  a  lawn  or  by  a  stone  or  gravel  patio. 


Use  light  to  illuminate  trees,  sculptures 
and  other  elements  that  draw  the  eye 
outside,  cast  shadows  on  a  wall  or  sim- 
ply create  mystery  and  drama. 

Reversing  the  process,  bring  natural 
elements  indoors  to  replicate  a  garden 
room.  A  courtyard,  entry  way  or  even 
a  driveway  can  be  transformed  by  a  vine- 
covered  trellis  or  clutter  of  lush  potted 
plants.  Add  a  freestanding  birdbath  or 
wall-mounted  fountain  to  create  a  sculp- 
tural feature.  With  bistro  table  and 
chairs,  you  have  a  breakfast  nook.  A 
Japanese-style  water  basin  or  sculpted 
boulder  surrounded  by  bamboo  with 
ornamental  grasses  evokes  tranquility, 
while  transforming  the  dullest  courtyard 
or  entry  way. 

These  elements  work  also  in  small 
or  plain  areas.  A  single  tree  casts  shadow 
and  shade;  beside  a  large  seating  stone, 
it  defines  a  space  to  read  or  contemplate. 
Simple,  unified  materials  introduce  a 
sense  of  tranquility  to  any  setting.  A 
paved  patio,  cobblestone  paving  or 
gravel  path  add  textural  interest.  The 
soothing  sound  of  water  buffers  noisy 
streets  (and  neighbors)  and  cools  a 
hot,  unsheltered  corner.  Lacking  water, 
a  'stream'  of  stones,  pebbles  or  gravel 
evokes  a  dry  riverbed.

Maximize  small  spaces  by  keeping 
decoration  simple  and  to  a  minimum. 
In  limited  quarters,  multiple  objects  or 
colors  distract  the  eye  and  disrupt  the 
integrity  of  the  space.  A  few  large,  well- 
placed  plants  achieve  a  more  dramatic, 
unified  impact.  Visually  enlarge  your 
space  with  paths  or  sight  lines  that 
lead  the  eye  diagonally  instead  of  along 
a  straight  line,  which  shortens  the  diSr 
tance  between  objects.  Directing  the 
eye  around  a  bend  also  adds  intrigue  by 
hinting  at  what  might  lie  behind  a  group 
of  shrubs  or  ornamental  grasses.

now  on  a  month-to-month  basis;  and 
that  the  entire  lot  was  sold  to  the 
Marketplace  project  owner.  Never- 
theless, many  merchants  want  the 
development  to  include  at  least  some 
public  parking. 

Underground  parking  (along  with  a 
daycare  facility),  touted  by  the  origi- 
nal project  representatives  as  an 
"absolute"  feature  of"  the  new  develop- 
ment (Glen  Park  News,  Spring  2000). 
turned  out  to  be  prohibitively  expen- 
sive, according  to  Prowler  (see  his 
questions-and-answers  column,  also  in 
this  issue).  That  leaves  only  the 
required  15  on-site  parking  spaces 
planned  for  residents  (one  for  each 
apartment),  plus  a  loading  dock  and  a 
space  for  the  market's  delivery  van. 
but  none  for  the  public.  It's  no  wonder 
some  merchants  are  concerned.  Loss 
of  City-provided  off-street  parking 
could  impact  their  businesses, 
although  that  seems  to  be  a  fait 
accompli  since  the  lot  is  already  pri- 
vately owned. 

In  her  "Notes  from  Your  President" 
column  on  Page  2.  Zoanne  Nordstrom 
lists  some  measures  being  pursued  to 
attenuate  the  impact  of  loss  of  the 
parking  lot  and  increase  short-term 


parking  availability  in  our  downtown 
area.  She  expresses  her  confidence 
that  these  measures  will  result  in 
"ample  additional  available  parkin;: 
spaces."  The  concerned  merchants 
don't  buy  that;  will  customers  walk  to 
their  stores  from  proposed  new 
metered  spaces  on  Bosworth  and 
Arlington  streets? 

The  Marketplace  timetable  called 
for  approval  of  the  plans  at  a  Planning 
Commission  hearing  scheduled  for 
August  1  but  now  in  limbo  until  after 
the  City  selects  a  new  commission, 
which  will  then  have  to  clear  a  back- 
log of  business  that  has  been  building 
since  July  1 .  So  there  is  time  for  you 
to  ask  questions,  dispel  rumors  (no. 
parking  meters  are  not  planned  for 
Surrey  Street)  and  make  your  opinion 
known.

Marketplace 
Development 
Out  of  Sync 
with  Residents' 
And  Merchants' 
Vision

The  development  of  the  Glen  Park 
Marketplace,  a  multi-use  project  that 
will  include  a  new  grocery  store,  a 
new  library  branch  and  15  units  of  2- 
bedroom  apartments,  is  getting  close 
to  receiving  a  green  light  from  the 
City.  Yet  many  residents  and 
merchants  of  Glen  Park  are  feeling  left 
out  of  the  approval  process  and  have 
begun  to  make  efforts  to  ensure  the 
project  will  truly  reflect  the  needs  of 
the  neighborhood. 

These  Glen  Park  residents  are  very 
supportive  of  a  replacement  for  the  old 
Diamond  Super  and  of  adding  a  new 
branch  library  at  the  site.  But  they 
also  want  to  be  certain  that  the  long- 
term  needs  of  the  community  are  fully 
addressed  and  that  the  project  is 
compatible  with  neighborhood  needs. 

Several  issues  are  of  particular 
concern: 

-  25  public  parking  spaces  and  six 
metered  street  spaces  that  now  serve 
the  merchant  district  of  our  village  are 
to  be  removed; 

-  the  four-story  project  is  not  in 
character  with  the  predominately  two- 
and  three-story  profile  of  its 
surroundings; 

-  the  proposed  two-bedroom 
apartments  include  interior  parking  for 
15  cars,  even  though  these  are  said  to 
be  entry-level  housing  units  in  a 
primary  public-transit  hub;  and 

-  the  transportation  study  did  not 
address  changes  in  village  traffic 
patterns  caused  by  the  project. 

An  ad  hoc  committee.  Glen  Park 
Residents  for  Responsible  Develop- 
ment, (composed  of  a  growing  number 
of  local  merchants  and  residents)  has 
been  meeting  over  the  last  two  months 
to  assure  that  all  city  codes  are 
adhered  to  without  variance,  so  that 
the  project  will  reflect  the  current 
look-and-feel  of  commercial  Glen 
Park.  The  group  wants  to  help  create  a 
balanced  and  sensitive  solution,  one 
appropriate  to  the  village's  existing 
character. 

Members  of  the  Glen  Park 
Neighborhood  Association  have  yet  to 


be  updated  on  the  building's  expected 
presence  in  the  neighborhood.  Glen 
Park  merchants  held  a  forum  to 
discuss  the  project  on  July  24  where 
only  two  out  of  the  22  people  who 
attended  expressed  support  for  the 
project  and  the  loss  of  31  parking 
spaces  in  the  village.  "The  Merchants 
Association  hasn't  had  a  meeting  in 
almost  two  years."  said  Harold 
Tauber,  vice  president  of  the 
Merchants  Association,  owner  of  Glen 
Park  Hardware. 

"How  the  developer  and  his 
consultants  could  go  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Library 
Commission  and  say  that  there  was 
unanimous  support  for  the  project 
from  both  the  neighborhood 
association  and  merchants  is 
unconscionable,"  said  Ric  Lopez, 
owner  of  Modern  Past.  Neither  the 
neighborhood  association  nor  the 
merchants'  group  has  voted  to  support 
the  project  in  its  current  configuration. 

"This  project,  as  proposed,  does  not 
fit  the  character  of  the  village  of  Glen 
Park.  It  is  wider  and  taller  than  the 
BART  station  at  its  highest  point," 
said  Mark  Zinky,  a  neighborhood 
architect  whose  office  is  across  from 
the  project.  "At  160  feet  long  and  40 
feet  high,  this  building  is  basically  the 
size  of  a  16-story  building  turned  on 
its  side." 

Since  its  original  unveiling  to  the 
community,  the  design  for  the  project 
has  been  a  moving  target.  Current 
plans  bear  little  resemblance  to  those 
that  residents  were  asked  to  support  in 
petitions  last  year,  and  the  "docket 
file"  of  information  on  the  project  at 
the  Planning  Department  has  been 
difficult  to  obtain.

Merchants  Association  president, 
noted  that  the  July  24  meeting  was 
intended  as  an  opportunity  for 
merchants  to  question  the  developer, 
grocer  and  a  library  representati\  e;  if 
only  two  people  made  statements  in 
favor,  she  said,  others  present  also 
have  expressed  their  support  for  the 
current  plans  as  the  best  available 
alternative.  As  to  the  quote  attributed 
to  Lopez,  Developer  David  Prowler 
assures  us  he  has  never  addressed  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  about  the 
Marketplace,  and  would  never 
characterize  the  organizational 
support  for  his  development  as 
"unanimous  . "

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A  Brief  History 
of  the  Diamond 
Super/Glen 
Park  Market- 
place Project

The  fenced  lot  at  Diamond  and 
Bosworth  streets  used  to  be  the  site  of 
the  Diamond  Super  market,  which 
bumed  down  in  November.  1998.  Before 
the  embers  cooled.  Walgreens  offered 
a  huge  sum  for  rental  of  the  property, 
which  was  owned  by  a  trust  whose 
trustee  lived  in  Oregon. 

In  January  1 999  more  than  200  Glen 
Park  residents  and  merchants  attended 
a  meeting  with  Supervisors  Mark  Leno 
and  Leland  Yee.  The  key  outcome:  the 
neighborhood  would  be  proactive  and 
constructive  and  let  everyone  know  we 
wanted  a  grocery  store  and  deli  (not  a 
chain  store)  to  replace  the  lost  market 
on  the  site  where  a  grocery  store  had 
stood  for  60  years. 

A  petition  drive  garnered  2.500  sig- 
natures supporting  our  efforts  to  get  a 
replacement  grocery  and  deli.  Other 
neighborhood  organizations  off  ered  writ- 
ten support,  as  did  as  several  elected  city 
officials.  Supervisor  Leno  authored  a 
resolution  supporting  our  efforts.  Also 
In  1999  a  task  force  that  included  the 
presidents  of  the  Merchants  Association 
and  the  Glen  Park  Association,  neigh- 
borhood architects,  city  planners  and 
attorneys  formulated  a  list  of  neighbor- 
hood needs  and  ideas. 

The  absentee  owner  of  four  of  the 
five  lots  comprising  the  development 
area,  including  the  western  part  of  the 
City-leased  parking  lot,  decided  to  sell 
the  property.  The  City,  which  owned 
the  strip  of  the  parking  lot  with  the 
metered  parking  spaces  adjacent  to  the 
house  on  Wilder  Street,  agreed  to  sell 
that  fifth  parcel.  The  buyer  was  a  Glen 
Park  resident  committed  to  keeping  our 
commercial  district  for  small  business. 
A  project  manager  and  architect  were 
hired  to  plan  a  grocery  store  and  hous- 
ing. Several  meetings  took  place  over 
the  next  year  to  obtain  neighborhood 
input  and  share  ideas,  and  David  Prowler 
was  hired  to  manage  the  project. 

Passage  of  the  Proposition  A  Library 
Bonds  in  November  2000  ensured  that 
Glen  Park  would  be  one  of  five  branch 
libraries  to  get  a  new,  larger  City-owned 
facility  to  replace  our  small  rented 
branch.  Library  planners  looked  for  a 
suitable  neighborhood  library  site  and 


identified  six  possibilities;  a  meeting 
with  residents  pared  the  viable  sites  to 
three.  One  of  those  sites  was  unavail- 
able, so  the  choices  were  space  above 
BART  parking  at  Bosworth  and  Arling- 
ton, or  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Dia- 
mond Super  grocery  store  replacement. 

As  the  Diamond  Super  project  plan- 
ning phase  was  ready  to  begin,  the 
Library  Commission  negotiated  and  con- 
tracted to  buy  space  on  the  second  level 
for  our  new  library,  expanding  from  the 
current  rental  of  1 .200  square  feet  to  an 
8,500  square  foot  condominium  library 
with  a  distinct  700  square  foot  glass 
entrance  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
property.  The  project  was  now  called 
Glen  Park  Marketplace.  Fifteen  units  of 
housing  were  incorporated,  taking 
advantage  of  mixed-use  zoning  next  to 
a  transit  hub.  The  project  met  Planning 
Department  regulations  for  NC-2  zon- 
ing in  terms  of  bulk,  mass  and  height. 
An  environmental  impact  report  and 
toxic  report  showed  no  negative  impact 
on  the  neighborhood. 

This  year  the  neighborhood  task  force 
drew  up  transit  suggestions  for  improve- 
ments and  additional  parking  possibil- 
ities for  the  commercial  district,  and 
requested  City  agencies  to  investigate 
and  analyze  the  ideas  (see  "Notes  from 
Your  President,"  Page  2). 

Bi-Rite,  which  operates  a  neighbor- 
hood market  on  18th  Street,  was  cho- 
sen to  operate  the  new  grocery  store. 
Groundbreaking  was  tentatively  sched- 
uled for  January  2003,  with  grocer  and 
library  to  be  in  place  by  2004.  Thai 
schedule  was  based  on  Planning  Com- 
mission approval  at  an  August  1  hear- 
ing, but  infighting  between  Mayor 
Brown  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  put 
all  commission  projects  on  hold  as  of 
July  1 .  Delays  will  result. 

The  community  has  been  working  on 
this  project  for  three  years  with  many 
meetings,  updates  and  articles  in 
the  Glen  Park  New  s.  Timely  opening  of 
our  new,  expanded  branch  library  will 
be  jeopardized  if  recently  voiced 
opposition  causes  further  delays  in 
approval  of  the  Marketplace  plan, 
since  the  Library  Commission  has 
already  approved  spending  the  bond 
money  to  purchase  space  above  the 
new  grocery,  and  the  only  alternative 
site  (BART)  would  require  years  of 
interagency  negotiation  and  coor-dina- 
tion  before  design  even  begin. 

Hopefully,  it  won't  be  too  much 
longer  until  we  can  walk  into  our 
new  fabulous  library,  shop  at  our 
new  wonderful  market  and  greet 
some  new  neighbors.  It  has  been  a 
long  time  since  the  fire,  and  we 
are  ready.

Marketplace 
Brings 
Questions, 
Answers

Over  the  past  year  and  a  half,  a 
number  of  community  meetings  have 
been  held  regarding  the  Glen  Park 
Marketplace  project.  Here  are  some 
questions  that  have  been  raised,  with 
answers: 

Q:  Originally  the  project  was  to 
have  had  underground  parking.  What 
happened? 

A:  In  response  to  the  needs  of 
grocers,  the  City's  need  for  housing 
(particularly  affordable  housing  near 
transit),  the  community's  call  for  a 
branch  library,  and  the  realities  of 
financing,  the  project  has  evolved. 

We  learned  that  underground 
parking  is  very  costly.  In  response  to 
neighborhood  concern  about  loss  of 
parking,  the  contractor  has  again 
looked  at  that  cost.  The  estimated  cost 
of  one  floor  of  underground  parking 
would  be  approximately  $1 ,830,000  — 
and  we  are  told  that  this,  would  make 
the  project  unfinanceable.  When  we 
originally  sought  grocers,  it  was  clear 
that  they  could  not  absorb  that  cost, 
and  the  size  and  type  of 
neighborhood-serving  grocers  the 
community  wanted  did  not  see 
parking  — particularly  underground 
parking  — as  an  amenity. 

Both  the  grocer  and  the  library  are 
designed  to  attract  clientele  from 
within  the  immediate  neighborhood, 
not  commuters  or  cross-town  visitors. 
Neither  use  by  itself  would  trigger  a 
parking  requirement;  under  the 
Planning  Code  it  is  the  combination 
that  would  trigger  a  requirement  for 
14  spaces.  If  not  for  the  inclusion  of 
the  library,  no  parking  would  be 
required  — in  fact,  there  would  be  no 
variances  from  the  Planning  Code  at 
all.  The  code  would  not  require  (and 
would  discourage)  the  provision  of 
parking  for  drivers  not  visiting  the 
grocery  or  library. 

Q:  What  is  being  done  to  offset 
parking  impacts? 

A:  Bi-Rite,  our  new  grocer,  will 
offer  home  delivery  of  groceries, 
enabling  patrons  to  select  items  and 
have  them  brought  to  their  door.  This 
service  has  been  very  popular  at  Bi- 
Rite's  original  market  on  18th  Street 
and  other  groceries  throughout  the 


city.  Glen  Park  residents,  including 
the  new  residents  in  the  Marketplace, 
will  be  able  to  use  the  2-3  City 
Carshare  vehicles  to  be  located  right 
next  door  in  the  BART  lot.  This 
program  provides  cars  that  can  be 
reserved  and  borrowed  by  the  hour 
or  day. 

Neighbors  and  merchants  have 
been  working  with  the  City  to  address 
the  real  parking  problem  in  Glen 
Park  — the  use  of  the  Village  as  a  great 
big  BART  parking  lot.  GPA  President 
Zoanne  Nordstrom  reports  that 
Increased  metering  and  better  time- 
limit  enforcement  have  been 
requested.  Wider  use  of  area  parking 
stickers  could  make  a  big  difference. 
Nordstrom  says  the  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  is  exploring 
limited-time  or  metered  two-hour 
parking  along  Bosworth  Street  and 
under  San  Jose  Avenue  where  BART 
riders  now  park  all  day.  She  adds  that 
BART  Director  Tom  Radulovich  is 
pushing  for  metered  parking  in  the 
BART  lot,  which  could  open  46 
spaces  for  general  use. 

Q:  How  will  the  building  fit  into 
the  neighborhood? 

A:  On  Diamond  Street,  the 
Marketplace  will  be  30  feet  high  — 
about  the  height  of  the  bank  building 
next  door.  That  part  of  the  building 
will  be  two  stories  tall,  with  the  library 
above  the  grocery.  The  height  remains 
30  feet  along  Wilder  Street  for  a 
distance  of  40  feet  before  reaching  the 
established  height  limit  of  40  feet. 
There  are  setbacks  on  all  four  sides  to 
reduce  the  scale.  Looking  across 
Wilder  Street,  the  building  will  be 
about  as  tall  as  those  across  the  street 
(the  rear  of  buildings  fronting  on 
Chenery).  Along  Diamond  Street  the 
building  will  welcome  pedestrians 
with  big  windows,  an  arcade,  flowers 
and  produce  displays,  and  seating. 
The  design  on  Wilder  will  be  more 
residential.  Decks  will  overlook  the 
street,  apartments  will  have  front 
stoops,  and  the  materials  will  respond 
to  those  of  neighborhood  houses.  The 
architect,  Peterson  Architects,  was 
selected  through  a  design  competition 
and  is  expected  to  deliver  an 
outstanding  building.  Everyone 
agrees  that  Glen  Park  is  a  very  special 
neighborhood  and  deserves  a  great 
building.

What  NAP  Wants  to  Do  in 
Glen  Canyon 


On  June  19,  Lisa  Wayne,  director  of 
the  Natural  Areas  Program  (NAP)  tor 
the  City's  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department,  met  with  a  small  group  of 
Glen  Canyon  Park  users  to  discuss  the 
plans  for  Glen  Canyon  Park  natural 
areas.  The  topic  at  hand  is  the  use  of 
grant  money  from  the  Coastal 
Conservancy  and  matching  bond  funds 
(Measure  A)  designated  for  use  in  Glen 
Canyon. 

Wayne  told  us  that  final  plans  were 
not  yet  complete.  However,  the  goals  of 
the  Coastal  Conservancy  are  to  enhance 
the  creek  flow,  increase  public  access 
via  trail  enhancement,  reduce  erosion 
problems,  and  restore  habitat  in  the 
creek.  Final  plans  will  be  released  after 
the  money  becomes  available. 

NAP's  "to-do"  list  includes: 

-  Continue  the  work  already  begun 
by  volunteers  to  clear  out  the 
overgrowth  around  the  creek  bed. 

-  Further  protect  the  creek  with  split- 
rail  fencing,  as  was  done  upstream.  A 
couple  of  areas  will  be  left  open  to  allow 
for  "creek  experience." 

-  Remove  four  to  eight  eucalyptus 
trees  growing  in  the  creek  bed. 

-  Reinforce  the  trail  along  the  west 
side  of  the  creek  to  decrease  further 
erosion. 

-  Build  a  safer  trail  from  the  canyon 
floor  to  the  Christopher  Park  behind 
the  Diamond  Heights  shopping  center. 
This  trail  would  be  designed  to  control 
water  runoff  and  decrease  erosion.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  trail  will  decrease  the  use 
of  several  "social  trails'"  that  have  been 
created  on  the  hillside  and  have  become 
eroded  and  dangerous.

Wayne's  vision  of  Glen  Canyon  in  10 
years  is  not  much  different  than  the  way 
it  looks  today.  The  efforts  to  improve 
the  natural  area  of  the  canyon  are 
focused  on  providing  habitat  for  resident 
and  migrating  birds.  The  Audubon 
Society  wants  more  area  to  be  set  aside 
as  bird  habitat. 

The  California  Native  Plant  society 
has  identified  several  native  plants  that 
it  says  need  protection  from 
development. 

Protecting  nature  in  the  middle  of  a 
dense  urban  environment  seems  a  noble 
thing  to  do.  Certainly,  trail  safety  should 
be  a  priority.  But  many  people  believe 
that  an  ever-increasing  wildlife  habitat 
may  not  be  a  good  thing  for  park  users. 
A  large,  designated  wildlife  habitat 
would  have  to  be  carefully  managed 
and  park  users  would  need  to  follow 
many  park  rules. 

In  addition,  the  goal  of  this  habitat 
restoration  is  to  reduce  public  access 
to  many  parts  of  the  park.  Though  some 
trails  will  be  improved,  other  trails  will 
be  closed  to  create  more  undisturbed 
area  for  wildlife  habitat. 

Nearly  300  Glen  Park  residents, 
concerned  by  the  lack  of  community 
input  on  park-use  decisions,  signed  a 
petition  for  a  moratorium  on  further 
park  development. 

The  petition  was  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  Neighborhood 
Services  and  Recreation  Committee 
hearing  on  July  1 1 .  The  hearing  was 
held  as  an  information  gathering  forum. 
Final  decisions  on  this  issue  will  be 
made  at  a  later  date. 
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Why  We  Need 
Natural  Areas

What  is  a  significant  natural  area?  It 
is  an  area  of  land  where  the  native  plants 
that  used  to  cover  San  Francisco  still 
exist  in  a  large  or  small  quantity. 

Why  are  these  areas  important?  Why 
should  we  preserve  them?  They  are 
remnants  of  our  history.  We  preserve 
Indian  shell  mounds,  historic  buildings, 
missions  because  they  tell  us  what  was 
here  and  how  European  man  changed 
the  environment. 

Glen  Canyon  contains  some  of  these 
historical  areas.  It  has  rock  formations 
that  tell  us  the  history  of  geology  in  this 
area.  It  has  one  of  only  two  free-flow- 
ing creeks  left  in  San  Francisco,  Islais 
Creek.  It  has  remnant  plant  areas  that 
tell  us  what  covered  the  land  and  what 
plants  the  Indians  (indigenous  peoples) 
ate  and  used  in  their  everyday  life. 

These  areas  connect  us  with  nature. 
They  are  important  to  preserve  for  future 
generations  to  see  and  enjoy.  They  are 
a  step  back  in  time,  to  a  simpler  way 
of  life.  Please  take  a  little  time  and  care 
about  these  areas,  as  they  are  worth  sav- 
ing.

NAP  Alarms 
A  Park  Lover

One  of  the  greatest  pleasures  of  liv- 
ing in  Glen  Park  is  Glen  Canyon  Park. 
But  the  park's  vast  and  varied  spaces 
could  become  substantially  restricted  to 
public  use  in  the  near  future,  due  to  the 
ambitious  goals  of  the  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation Department's  Natural  Areas  Pro- 
gram (NAP),  whose  primary  aim  is  to 
preserve  "significant  natural  areas." 

EIP  Associates,  a  consultant  to  NAP, 
identified  Glen  Canyon  Park  as  one  of 
31  parks  that  have  significant  natural 
areas.  But  neither  EIP's  report  nor  NAP 
Director  Lisa  Wayne  provides  a  single 
clear  definition  of  "significant  natural 
areas."  Rather.  NAP  identifies  attrib- 
utes that  are  associated  with  significant 
natural  areas.  These  include  nesting 
birds,  native  plants,  lack  of  native  plants, 
various  insects  and  reptiles.  Reading 
through  various  documents  provided  by 


NAP.  I  get  the  sense  that  anything  can 
qualify  as  a  "significant  natural  area." 

What  EIP  Associates  and  Wayne 
are  clear  about,  however,  is  that  so-called 
non-native  plants  such  as  eucalyptus 
trees  and  blackberry  bushes  should  go, 
and  trails  should  be  closed  to  allow  "nat- 
ural areas"  to  thrive.  NAP  draft  master 
plan  documents  identify  3()-some  plants 
as  weeds  and  invaders;  they  also  iden- 
tify people  as  a  threat  to  native  plant 
species  and  suggest  that  trails  under- 
mine native  plants'  ability  to  thrive. 

Reading  these  documents.  I  became 
concerned  that  NAP  intends  to  get  rid 
of  many  of  the  things  I  cherish  in  Glen 
Canyon  Park— trees,  trails,  blackber- 
ries. I  had  the  good  luck  of  bumping 
into  two  NAP  staffers  in  Dorothy  Ersk- 
ine  Park  one  early  June  morning.  Fol- 
lowing up  on  a  rumor  that  NAP  was 
planting  poison  oak,  a  native  plant.  I 
asked  one  NAP  staffer  if  this  was  true. 
She  replied,  "Sometimes  it's  the  only 
way  to  keep  people  out." 

I  was  flabbergasted.  City  workers 
were  planting  poison  oak  to  keep  peo- 
ple out  of  parks  so  that  native  plants 
could  thrive?  I  called  Wayne  and  asked 
about  the  poison  oak.  Wayne  asked  with 
whom  I  had  spoken,  then  quickly  noted 
th.it  I  had  spoken  with  a  junior  staffer. 

Wayne  made  arrangements  to  meet 
with  Glen  Park  residents  Molly  Wright 
and  Jessica  Halgren.  Halgren  told  me 
that  NAP  makes  a  distinction  between 
social  trails  and  destination  trails.  A 
destination  trail  takes  you  from  point  A 
to  point  B;  a  social  trail  does  not.  Wayne 
stated  that  NAP  would  like  to  close  social 
trails,  in  order  to  allow  "natural  areas" 
to  thrive. 

At  this  point.  I  decided  that  if  NAP 
really  wanted  to  close  trails  and  other- 
wise change  the  character  of  the  park 
by  removing  trees  and  other  plants,  then 
NAP  should  involve  members  of  the 
community.  Community  members,  as 
taxpayers,  should  let  the  City-funded 
NAP  know  which  programs  and  objec- 
tives are  acceptable. 

Community  groups  in  the  Sunset, 
Richmond,  Golden  Gate  Heights.  Tank 
Hill,  Bernal  Park.  McLaren  Park  and 
Bayview  were  getting  the  same  infor- 
mation I  was.  Political  pressure  for  vis- 
ibility into  NAP's  goals  and  objectives 
was  building,  and  the  Neighborhood 
Parks  and  Services  Committee  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  held 
a  public  hearing  on  July  1 1 ,  in  an  effort 
to  bring  NAP  goals  and  objectives  i<> 
light.  The  hearing  offered  San  Francisco 
Rec  and  Park  General  Manager  Eliza- 
beth Goldstein  and  Wayne  a  chance  to 
speak  publicly,  as  well  as  offering  all 
attendees  a  chance  to  voice  their  con- 
cerns. Supervisor  Leland  Yee  expressed 
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great  concern  about  NAP's  objectives 
and  lack  of  adequate  public  process.  The 
citizens  who  attended  were  split,  with 
about  60  percent  voicing  concern  about 
lack  of  public  input  and  about  40  per- 
cent stating  their  carte  blanche  support 
of  NAP. 

At  the  end  of  the  meeting.  Supervi- 
sor Yee  suggested  that  a  Citizens'  Advi- 
sory Council  NAP  be  established.  At 
this  writing,  an  Advisory  Council  had 
not  yet  been  established,  but  this  is  a 
chance  for  Glen  Park  residents  to  get 
involved  in  determining  the  future  of 
Glen  Canyon  Park.  I  would  love  to  see 
NAP  come  to  a  Glen  Park  Association 
meeting  so  that  NAP  could  outline  their 
specific  plans  and  objectives  for  Glen 
Canyon  Park. 

Editor's  Note:  While  Lisa  Wayne  failed 
to  reasssure  Doliov,  Richard  Craib  of 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon,  who  works 
closely  with  NAP.  assures  us  that  poi- 
son oak  has  never  been,  and  will  never 
be,  planted  in  our  park;  however,  some 
may  be  removed  as  part  of  trails  realign- 
ment, he  says.  And  he  will  invite  NAP 
representatives  to  a  future  GPA  meet- 
ing (October  is  reserved  for  election 
candidates) .

Friends  Work 
With  NAP  in 
Glen  Canyon

San  Francisco  has  the  good  fortune 
to  be  one  of  the  world's  hotspots  for  bio- 
diversity. We  have  a  unique  blend  of 
flora  and  fauna  found  nowhere  else  on 
earth.  Glen  Canyon  is  one  of  our  gems 
with  its  grasslands,  rocky  outcrops  and 
riparian  communities.  This  rich  natural 
heritage  is  being  preserved  and  protected 
by  the  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  (Friends) 
and  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  (SFRPD)  though  their 
Natural  Areas  Program  (NAP).  NAP's 
mission  is  to  restore  and  enhance  rem- 
nant natural  areas  and  to  develop  and 
support  community-based  site-stew- 
ardship of  these  areas. 

The  160-member  strong  Friends  of 
Glen  Canyon  has  existed  since  1987. 
We  were  instrumental  in  the  passage  of 
the  City's  Open  Space  Proposition  in 
1988  and  the  adoption  of  Policy  13  of 
the  Open  Space  Element  of  the  General 
Plan  in  1991 ,  which  mandates  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  Significant 
Natural  Areas  in  the  City.  In  1995, 
Friends,  along  with  many  other  local 


community  and  environmental  groups, 
participated  in  the  creation  and  sup- 
ported the  adoption  of  the  Significant 
Natural  Resource  Areas  Management 
Plan  (SNRAMP).  Also,  in  1993.  the 
Friends  worked  with  SFRPD  and  a  cit- 
izen advisory  group  known  as  the  Glen 
Canyon  Park  Master  Plan  Advisory 
Council,  to  develop  master  plan  rec- 
ommendations for  Glen  Canyon. 

Both  Policy  13  and  SNRAMP 
describe  the  parks  under  SFRPD  juris- 
diction that  constitute  natural  areas. 
Among  the  criteria  used  to  determine 
a  natural  area  are  1 )  a  remnant  of  the 
original  natural  landscape,  2)  areas  that 
support  significant  and  diverse  or 
unusual  indigenous  plant  or  wildlife 
habitat,  3)  areas  with  rare  geological 
formations  or  riparian  zones,  4)  corri- 
dors or  connectors  between  open  spaces 
and  5)  sites  that  contains  rare,  threat- 
ened or  endangered  species.  Glen 
Canyon  has  many  of  these  wonderful 
resources. 

Friends  has  been  working  hand  in 
hand  with  NAP  since  its  creation  in  1 997. 
There  is  an  ongoing  monthly  work  party 
at  9  a.m.  every  third  Saturday  of  the 
month.  We  pull  weedy  plant  species 
such  as  French  broom,  radish  and  fen- 
nel, plant  native  plants,  clear  the  creek 
and  perform  other  park  improvements. 
Friends  supported  the  NAP  when  it 
applied  for  state  grant  funds  to  address 
some  serious  erosion  concerns,  to  deal 
with  unsafe  trails  and  to  restore  degraded 
portions  of  the  creek.  The  SFRPD 
was  awarded  $250,000  by  the  Coastal 
Conservancy  for  these  improvements. 
We  are  anxiously  awaiting  approval  of 
the  grant  so  that  SFRPD  can  move  ahead 
with  the  public  planning  process. 
Friends  will  surely  be  involved  as  the 
grant  project  is  refined  through  public 
workshops.  We  hope  others  will  be  too. 

The  restoration  project  funded  by  the 
grant  will  not  change  the  basic  feel  of 
the  canyon,  but  will  address  some  much- 
needed  preservation  and  public  access 
issues.  According  to  Lisa  Wayne,  the 
NAP  director,  only  those  trees  in  the 
creek  bed  will  be  proposed  for  removal 
as  part  of  their  restoration  efforts. 

Friends  and  NAP  seek  to  strike  a  bal- 
ance between  park  users  and  the  preser- 
vation of  the  native  habitat  throughout 
the  canyon.  SFRPD  has  recently 
adopted  a  new  dog  policy,  which  will 
create  new  off-leash  areas  in  the  city. 
Glen  Park  currently  is  an  on-leash  area 
only;  however,  under  the  new  policy 
portions  of  the  park  could  be  designated 
officially  as  off-leash  if  the  community 
can  reach  consensus  on  the  issue.  Pro- 
posals for  new  off-leash  areas  will  be 
heard  in  front  of  the  new  Dog  Advisory 
Committee. 


Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  is  open  to 
anyone  who  would  like  to  join  or  con- 
tribute their  efforts.

areas."  (Craib  built  his  family's  home 
on  the  rim  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  in 
1 962.) 

Others,  such  as  Nessa  Brady,  who 
also  lives  near  the  park  and  uses  it 
daily  with  her  family,  said  she  wants 
to  make  sure  the  protections  aren't  too 
severe,  especially  when  it  comes  to 
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dogs.  "I  don't  own  a  dog  or  intend  to 
own  a  dog,  but  as  a  majority  of  the 
canyon  users  are  dog  owners,  I'm 
concerned  that  if  restrictions  are 
placed  on  dog  access  to  the  park,  there 
will  be  significantly  less  foot  traffic  in 
the  park,  and  as  a  result,  many  of  the 
trails  will  be  deserted,"  Brady  told  the 
supervisors.  "I  would  not  feel  safe 
hiking  in  the  depths  of  the  canyon  if  I 
\\  as  not  assured  of  meeting  the  many 
dog  walkers  who  currently  use  the 
canyon." 

Goldstein  said  there  has  to  be 
balance,  but  that  a  goal  of  the 
department  "is  the  preservation  and 
protection  of  significant  natural 
areas."  Just  how  that  will  be 
accomplished  is  unclear. 

Rec  and  Park  said  it  will  put 
together  a  citizens  task  force  to  tackle 
the  issue.  As  an  insurance  policy  that 
all  points  oi  view  will  be  taken  into 
consideration-and  to  keep  it  in  the 
political  arena-Supervisor  Leland  Yee 
proposed  creating  a  different  citizens 
advisory  committee  that  would  report 
directly  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
the  matter. 
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Park  Sessions 
Event  Pleases 
Teenagers  at 
Rec  Center

Park  Sessions  is  a  San  Francisco 
group  of  young  artists,  organizers, 
environmentalists  and  community 
activists  dedicated  to  developing 
creative  opportunities  for  youth.  Park 
Sessions  was  conceived  and  organized 
last  year  by  the  Neighborhood  Parks 
Council  (NPC)  and  the  District  7  Park 
Planning  Committee  in  response  to  the 
lack  of  recreation  programming  for 
older  teens  in  the  city. 

The  first  Park  Sessions  event  — 
organized,  planned  and  executed  by 
teens  themselves  — was  held  at  the 
Glen  Park  Recreation  Center  at  the 
end  of  November.  This  first  arts  and 
creative  expression  event  was  aimed 
at  providing  recreation  for  young 
people  in  a  safe,  positive  environment. 
NPC  went  directly  to  teens  and  asked, 
"What  do  you  want  to  see  happen  in 
this  Rec  Center?"  The  resulting  ideas, 
energy  and  commitment  led  to  the 
event's  success. 

More  than  400  youth  enjoyed 
themselves  in  a  positive,  peer-run 
environment.  The  event,  from  9 
p.m.-2  a.m.,  featured  an  open  mike 
with  a  DJ,  two  youth  MCs,  bands, 
poets,  dance  performances  and  a 
puppet  show.  An  indoor  skate  park 
provided  ramps,  rails  and  jumps.  Two 
local  teens  curated  a  visual  art  gallery. 

The  Rec  Center  event  and  the 
planning  process  created  opportunities 
for  young  artists  to  show  their  work 
and  young  leaders  to  organize  and 
activate  their  community.  Free  food 
was  a  big  hit.  Security  was  provided 
by  25  volunteer  chaperones  and  12 
youth  coordinators.  The  youth 
organizers  prevented  vandalism  by 
providing  a  graffiti  wall.  They  taped

There  seems  to  be  some  confusion 
between  two  Glen  Park  groups.  The 


butcher  paper  on  an  outside  wall:  at 
the  end  of  the  evening  the  paper  was 
covered  with  tags,  and  the  building 
was  clean. 

It  was  by  all  accounts  an  extremely 
successful  and  well-received  event. 
Participants  praised  the  musicians  and 
performers,  and  many  of  the  teens 
especially  appreciated  the  skating 
venue. 

Park  Sessions  stems  from  an  April 
2001  meeting  of  the  District  7  Park 
Planning  Committee,  a  group  of 
community  members  and  park 
advocates  organized  by  the  NPC. 
where  the  question  "Why  are  teens 
misusing  RecPark  Property?"  was 
raised.  To  find  an  answer,  they 
investigated  teen  programming  in 
their  district,  which  at  that  time 
included  the  southern  area  of  Glen 
Park.  Their  preliminary  research 
revealed  that  there  was  almost  no  teen 
recreation  service  in  their  area, 
especially  for  older  teens. 

Teen  programming  by  RecPark  is 
limited,  and  geared  primarily  to  teens 
10-14  years  of  age.  Consequently, 
few  older  teens  participate  in  RecPark 
programming.  The  District  Park 
Planning  researchers'  findings  were 
corroborated  by  results  of  the  2001 
Citizens'  Survey,  which  showed  teens 
aged  13-18  were  the  lowest  users  of 
RecPark  facilities;  only  three  percent 
of  those  surveyed  use  RecPark 
facilities.  Perhaps  a  better  indicator  of 
the  lack  of  recreation  services  for 
youth  is  the  results  of  Youth  Vote 
2001:  of  the  4,500  high  school 
students  polled,  60  percent  said  there 
are  not  enough  safe  recreation  options 
or  places  to  go  in  their  neighborhoods. 

In  fact,  a  large  number  of  teens  with 
access  to  transportation  said  they  go  to 
Oakland  or  Berkeley  in  the  evenings 
to  be  able  to  hang  out  in  a  venue  that 
is  open  to  their  age  group.  Park 
Sessions  is  an  effective  model  for 
addressing  the  lack  of  positive 
recreation  options  for  San  Francisco's 
youth,  for  building  leadership  and 
promoting  community  involvement. 


Glen  Park  Association  represents  the 
residents  of  the  Glen  Park 
neighborhood.  The  Glen  Park 
Advisory  Board  is  a  committee  set  up 
by  users  of  Glen  Canyon  Park;  its 
affiliation  is  as  a  park  group,  and  it  is 
not  a  committee  or  an  organi/ation 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Glen  Park 
Association.  We  hope  that  clears  up 
any  confusion.
